Lord Lawrence, one of the'fam ous 
viceroys of India, was an able and 
very simple man. He used to do his 
work in his shirt sleeves, and dis­ 
courag ed as much as possible all state 
and ceremony.

Or the \vay he 
impressed his doctrine 
of

The fertility of the wheat land must 
be ke{)i up at any cost, but we are 
certain that in some parts of the west 
the fertility is surely declining. 
Only 
a small per cent, of our farmers have 
as yet reversed the process. It is easy 
enough to keep up the fertility of the 
wheat fields if the owner of the wheat j 
farm is w'illing to take the informa­ 
tion that has been collected from the 
experiences of other men. Wheat land 
cannot be kept up in fertility if the 
process of 
heat raising every year is 
follow'ed. 
Tw'o things must be done— a rota­ 
tion must be established and some 
fertilizer such as potash and phosphate 
must he ai){)lie(l in some 
quantities 
each year. 
R otating so as to bring in 
a leguminous crop every few' years 
will help keep up the supply of nitro­ 
gen and will improve the physical tex- 
tui-e of the soil. 
Potash and 
{)hos- 
phoriis can be applied in small quanti­ 
ties each year at a small cost per acre 
and this miist be done if the quality of 
tlm land is to be maintained. 
R ota­ 
tion is a good thing, but it can never 
bring in potash or pliosijhoius liiat 
have been taken from the land or 
w'hich the land lucks. 
With 
prcjjer handling our w'heat 
lands can he made to produce the 
great crops they did 40 years ago. 
In fact, it is possible to make them 
produce more than they did in their 
old condition, for in addition to put­ 
ting back the fertilizer w*e can im­ 
prove them by draining, many of the 
wheat fields Ixdng in need of tliis. 
But this cannot all be done in a day. 
A little should be done each year in 
the way of putting in the fertilizers 
the crops must have. 
The benefits of 
rotation cannot he gained in a few' 
years, but the periodical turning under 
of sod or the roots 
of 
leguminous 
plants will be a constant method of 
im{>ruving soil conditions. 
In the middle west are million?* of 
acres of land that are kept in w'heat 
year after year, but which ai‘e now' 
Iiroducing ten bushels less per acre 
than they used to produce, says the 
Farmers' R eview. 
The returns will 
be still less in years to come, if steps 
are taken to prevent further exhaus­ 
tion. 
It is not only the loss of the 
fertility that has to be considered, 
but the badness of the physicial con­ 
dition resulting from the loss of fer­ 
tility. 
In fertile 
ground the 
roots 
strike deep and spreiad out in all di­ 
rections. 
These roots rot and leave 
the soil in a good condition physically. 
Hut in poor soil the ruo^ systems.are 
weak and the soil gradually packs 
down so hard that the frosts even do 
not go dfiwn far. 
There is no w'ay in 
which the farmer can make money 
easier than by improving the fertility 
of the land he has in wheat.
